WINNIPEGG July U9—Line 
country elevator companies will 
operate a wheat pool under the 
legislation passed at tho last 
session of parliament, it was of 
ficially announced today. The 
pool will be in operation in 
time for the handling of the 
1939 crop and steps ar e being 
taken to have the Canadian 
Wheat Board act as selling a- 
gent for the pool. Line compan¬ 
ies operate 3,500 country clev- 
'ators thru out Western Canada 
A statement issued by the 
Northwest Grain Dealers' assoc 
iation announcing formation of 
the pool reads: 

“It is the intention of the 
line elevator companies to sec¬ 
ure for farmers advantage ol 
legislation passed by the Dom¬ 
inion government last session 
and form wheat pools. Under 
the terms of this legislation the

Clark Lund Wins 
Two Championships 


Clark Lund, 25 year old inem 
ber of tho famous Lund fam¬ 
ily ol cowboys, steer wrestlers 
and what have you. came home 
from th € Calgary Stampede 
trying to decide which belt of 
two championships he won at 
the Calgary Stampede to wrap 
around his wasp like “tummy.” 

Clark, known and liked by all 
Stampede followers in Alberta 
did som e very consistent riding 
both steers and horses, decor¬ 
ating and roping, to win both 
the Canadian and North Amer¬ 
ican All Round Championships 
at the recent Calgary Stanqiede 
leading all the other contend¬ 
ers in the final summing up of 
points. While not shining in the 
first money every day, Clark 
plugged along and qualified in 
nearly every event every day, 
and when the summing up took 
plac e be was at the top of the 
heap with the highest total, and 
two championships at bis feet. 
To merely say ‘Congratulations 
Clark’ is not expressing the 
pride Raymond folks feel over 
the work of this man. 

For many years now Clark 
has been taking part in Stam¬ 
pedes, always putting up a good 
show and always giving the 
horse or steer plenty of chance 
to thro w him, if jjossible. Many 
time i n his enthusiasm to n^ke 
a Brood show he has scratched 
off, or lost a stirrup to be dis¬ 


qualified, and hundreds of times 
he has been “dumped” and dis¬ 
qualified but Clark always com¬ 
es up smiling and ready for 
more, and we have never yet 
heard of him arguing with jud¬ 
ges or management over any 
decisions, taking his winnings 
and losings wrt»» r: sportsman¬ 
ship that makes everyone re¬ 
spect him. Considering his years 
of riding, roping, bulldogging 
and decorating, Clark has been 
very fortunate, getting a few 
bruises and flesh Avounds, but as 
far as we know escaping any 
broken bone s or serious injury. 
Two years ago with Herman 
Linder and others he took part 
in a rodeo in Australia. 

It must have been a source of 
keen satisfaction to Clark, as it 
is to his thousands of friends 
to see him, at 25, with a good 
many years of activity still a- 
head of him, holder of the two 
finest championships that are 
conferred, and along with it a 
nice week’s salary for the work 
he put in at the Stampede city. 

Plans are l>eing formulated 
now for a public function of 
some kind to give Raymond 
people an opportunity to honor 
Clark, and av 0 hepe his i>arents, 
for tlie credit he has won. The 
details of this occasion, what¬ 
ever is decided o n will likely !>e 
carried elsewhere in this paper.

“There is some discussion a- 
mongst the line companies con¬ 
cerning the formation cf coarse 
grain pools. Whether or not this 
is done will be dependent entir¬ 
ely on whether or not the init¬ 
ial payment set by the govern¬ 
ment is high enough to be at¬ 
tractive to thei r customers.”

Sheet Issued 


One ot the New Aeronautical 
Series Maps 


The Department of Mines 
and Resources, Ottawa, advises 
that its Hydrographic and Map 
Service is engaged i n the pre¬ 
paration for aeronautical pur¬ 
poses of a new series of eight- 
mile maps of areas across the 
Dominion. O ne of the series, the 
Cranbrook-Lethbridge nia n just 
issued, covers an area extending 
from latitude 48 degrees to lat¬ 
itude 50 degrees, one-hall ol 
which is in the United States. 
The map shows all topographic¬ 
al features important as land 
marks from the ai r and as much 
other similar information as the 
scale of the map will permit 
without making it to 0 contused 
for easy reading by the Pil°fe« 
The outstanding physical fei 
ture of the region is the Rocky 
Mountains, the main continental 
divide. The crest of this range 
in Canada foams the boundary 


between Alberta and British 
Columbia. This boundary has 
been surveyed, and a series of 
map sheets is available showing 
it in detail. 

Part of three different water 
sheds arc shown on the new 
map, namely that drained by the 
Kootenay River, which rises far 
to the north, loops southerly in¬ 
to the United States, and then 
returns to Canada, where it 
joins the Columbia River on its 
way to the Pacific Ocean; by 
the Oldman River, a tributary 
of the South Saskatchewan riv¬ 
er, the waters of which event¬ 
ually reach Hudson Bay; and 
by the Milk River, in Alberta, a 
tributary of the Missouri River 
Thus it will be noted that a 
part of Alberta is included in 
the Mississippi watershed. 

Copies of the Cranbrook-Leth 
bridge map may lie obtained 
from the Hydrographic and 
Map Service, Department of 
Mines and Resources, Ottawa 
at 25 cents a copy.

FREEDOM FROM DISEASE 
OF CANADIAN LIVE STOCK 

For the past 18 years Can¬ 
adian horses have l>cen free 
the equine disease of dourine, 
and there ha 8 been no case of 
scab among sheep for the past 
10 years. No rabies, glanders, 
or hog cholera appeared in Can 
ada during 1938. l n the prevent 
ion of bovin c tuberculosis, 
ther e are 9,414 accredited and 
about one-third of the cattle in 
the Dominion are under super¬ 
vision for eiaciication of tuber¬ 
culosis. A total of 2,019 herds 
of cattle hav e been tested for 
Bang’s disease, and 764 herds 
have been listed as being free 
from that disease for the per¬ 
iod of one year. This is only 
part of the comprehensive work 
of the Health of Animals Div¬ 
ision, Dominio 0 Department of 
Agriculture which is responsib¬ 
le for the prevention of the en¬ 
trance of animal disease into 
Canada, fo r the maintenance of 
the health of Canada’s livestock 
and for the quality of meat 
and meat products for home con 
sumption and export. The res¬ 
ponsibility for tlie administrat¬ 
ion of the Animals Contagious 
Diseases Act and the Meat and 
Canned Foods Act rests with 
the Division. Under the prov¬ 
isions of the latter Act, during 
the year ended March 31, 1939 
th e Division’s officers inspected 
before and after slaughter 6 , 
081,999 animals destined for 
food, and 83 establishments 
manufacturing meat foods as 
part of their daily task.

SEARLE CROP AND PRE¬ 
CIPITATION REPORT NO. 10 


NEWS NOTES 


Th e moisture condition dur¬ 
ing the past week has deterior¬ 
ated somewhat in Alberta from 
112 % of normal last week to 
IO 8 I /2 at the present time, as 
compared with a condition of 
96% at this time last year; but 
th e Saskatchewan condition has 
advanced slightly from 25% 
of normal last week to 126 Vi 
this week, as compared with 
94% last year, and a similar ad 
vanc e has taken place in Man¬ 
itoba, which now stands at 86 % 
of normal as compared with 
85% last week and 89% a year 
ago. 

These figures comprise the 
rains which have fallen from 
April 1st to date-the growing 
season-together with the pre¬ 
cipitation which occured last 
fall in the months of August, 
September and October, which 
rain s are still available to help 
to mak e this present wheat crop 

The combined moistur e con¬ 
dition for the three prairie 
provinces, averaged and weight 
ed for wheat acreage, including 
fall and growing season precipit 
ation, now stands at 115% of 
normal, as compared with 116 
percent last week and 94 per¬ 
cent a year ago. 

South eastern Saskatchewan 
and eastern Manitoba, som e dis¬ 
tricts in the extreme north 
eastern part of Alberta, and in 
the Peace River, are still lack¬ 
ing normal moisture. 

For the first time since 1928 
tlie rain map shows not a single 
district in the whole of the 
West that can definitely be class¬ 
ed as bad on account of lack of 
rainfall. 

Many farmers i n south east¬ 
ern Saskatchewan report that 
they are fearful that grasshop¬ 
pers will harm their crops. Pos¬ 
sible grasshopper damage 
should be watched very care¬ 
fully from this time on to har¬ 
vest. 

The prospects for a good 
prairie wheat crop are still bet¬ 
ter, o n the whole, than they 
have been in an Y year at this 
period of growth sinc e 1928.
